YOUNG MEN’S SOCIETY FOR DIFFUSING 

MISSIONARY KNOWLEDGE. | 

The seventh lecture, under the direction of this | 
Society, was delivered by the Rev. Mr. Kink. It 
was, throughout, an eloquent and heart-stirring 
production, and was delivered in the lecturer's 
usually impressive manner. As we understand 
it is soon to be published, our notice of it will be | 
brief. 

After some introductory remarks on the differ- 
ent nature and design of Judaism and Christianity, | 
the lecturer announced his subject—* Tue Mris- | 
stonary.” Christianity he said was a mission- | 
ary religion. Its chief apostle was pre-emi- 
nently a missionary. Its grand requirement is 
love—love to all, everywhere. The sacrifices 
of the temple were specially for the Jew. But 
Calvary was without the camp, and the sacrifice | 
there was for the race of Adam.
